Last week the New York State chap- 
ter of the Black Panther Party announced 
the expulsion of David and June Hilliard 
and Huey Newton. The three are de- 
nounced "using the people's fight for 
liberation as a tool for their own selfish 
desires and gains," and for expelling 
Geronimo, Cetewayo Tabor, Connie 
Matthews, the N.Y. 21, and others with- 
out consulting Central Committee mem- 
bers in Algeria. 

In a bulletin issued March 14, the 


N.Y. chapter charges that the Central: 


Committee has alienated other revolu- 
tionary groups - largely, they say, be- 
cause of David Hilliard, Calling him a 
dictator and opportunist, they charge 
that his “manipulation of Huey P. 
Newton is particularly accountable for 
the misdirection of the Party and our 
break in community relations.” They call 
for a “true united front against the op- 
pressor,” and invite communication and 
criticism. Я 
The N.Y. chapter now recognizes 
Central Headquarters as being located in 
New York, saying, “We do not consider 
any of the people in California at this 
time responsible enough to lead what is 
supposed to be a vanguard organization.” 
They charge that “Huey P. Newton and 
David Hilliard both planned, ordered, and 
anticipated the blatant murder of Deputy 
Field Marshall, Robert Webb, on Monday, 
March 8, 1971, in New York... They are 
not fit to walk in Babylon, let alone lead 
organization.

Тһе N.Y. chapter is currently distrib- 
uting a videotape sent from Algeria by 
Kathleen and Eldridge Cleaver, Donald 
Cox, and other members of the Inter- 
communal Section, which is a detailed 
presentation of the charges made against. 
the Oakland Central Committee. In the 
tape, Kathleen Cleaver says, “The Black 
Panther Party has been separated into the 
Right-Wing and the Left-Wing, the Right- 
Wing being headed by opportunists, such 
as David and June Hilliard and Huey 
Newton, and the Left-Wing consisting of 
those who wish to move on a higher 
level.” 

Concerning the Black Panther News- 
paper, the N.Y. chapter says it has chang- 
ed from one of the most revolutionary 
papers in the world to a “filthy slander 
sheet,” used agdinst revolutionary 
brothers and sisters when it suited the 
purposes of Huey Newton or David 
Hilliard. Since it has been copyrighted by 
Huey Newton, the paper no longer 
belongs to the people, 

They call for a boycott of the paper, 
and plan to publish “The Black Panther 
Black Community News Service” in the 
near future.

“Revolutions have no instigators; they 
come when fate beckons and end with 
the exhaustion of the mysterious power 
that makes them flourish,” said the anar- 
chist Proudhon. Students returned to 


classes Monday at Merritt College, but the * 


struggle to move from freeing individuals 
to freeing institutions is far from over. 

It wasn't just school President Smith who 
conspired in the theft of equipment and 
courses from Grove Street to the Hills 
Campus, but his decision to call in the 
Oakland PD and to swear out a warrant 
on a striker did add to the feeling against 
him personally. 

Other conspirators include: the Peralta 
School Board, whose mismanagement of 
funds left taxpayers with one campus 
when they had voted for two; the state 
accrediting agencies which have threaten- 
ed Merritt in general and certain pro- 
fessional programs in particular with loss 
of accreditation unless they move to the 
better facilities in the hills; bourgeois 
elements among the students who, like 
Smith, see institutions as a way to up- 
ward mobility and assume that new build- 
ings in a white community enhance these 
goals; and last but not least, the white 
racism of faculty members who, as one 
teacher put it, “no longer want to teach 
in THAT NEIGHBORHOOD.” For at 
Merritt in the past week we have seen a 
little model of imperialism in action—the 
plunder of goods from a third world 
community carried out by well-armed 
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Opinion 
soldiers to service white man’s plastic 
fantasy. 
What has the strike accomplished and 
what can we expect to become of Merritt 
College? For one thing, the tactic of the 
sudden, unannounced strike effected by 
well-organized cadres was used efficiently 
in closing the school and in preventing 
injuries, Although many feel action came 
too late to really change anything, The 
strike also dramatized that when not giv- 
en their way, as recent polls and preregis- 
tration failed to do, school administratros 
and faculty will come like thieves in the 
night and take what they want. Perhaps 
we should note here how often the pigs 
operate “by any means necessary.” 
To see what will become of Merritt is to 
look at the dual role of higher education 
in America: indoctrination and job cre- 
dentialing. While the possibilities for 
teaching technical and professional cour- 
ses at Grove Street have been hampered 
by the equipment rip-off, those courses 
which deal with the truth values of a 
society remain to be taught at Grove 
Street (e.g., English, history, political 
science, humanities), Grove Street will be 
left to students and faculty who—unfet- 
tered by ambition, equipment, and sta- 
tus—remain dedicated to community con- 
trol, to revolutionary education that 
seeks truths rather than myths to explain 
our society, and to offing the pig in his 
various forms.

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Bobby Ericka On Trial

The trial of Ericka Huggins and Bobby 
Seale has finally begun. The jurors were 
chosen in the course of a voir dire —said 
to be the longest on record—which spread 
over 1500 candidates, and actually 
questioned over 1000 people. 

Тһе panel of jurors consists of 8 whites 
and 6 blacks, 8 women and 6 men. AII in 
all, that’s 12 jurors and 2 alternates. 
Briefly described, the jurors are: 

—a white middle-aged mailman who 
has four children and whose wife is a 
factory worker. He stated that he has 
many black ids and “that as far as I 
am concerned, I'd be a good juror.” 

—a black retired floor-man who has 
three sons, two of whom are unem- 
ployed, and who says that he knows 
nothing about the Panthers. 

—a 41 year old black Avon representa- 
live who lives in Waterbury, reads the 
‘Waterbury American”, and says she 
knows nothing about the case, 

та young white woman graduate 
student who has worked in child welfare 


in New Haven and plans to do so again 
when she finishes school. 

—a black woman in her early thirties 
who has two children and works as a 
machinist. 

та middle-aged black woman who is a 
hospital worker, has no fixed opinion, 
and appeared to want to be on the jury. 

—a 677 year old white retired gunsmith 
who has three children and does not favor 
capital punishment but would consider it 
in some cases, 

—a 30 year old white man who is an 
assistant bank manager. He said that he 
had no opinion and expressed a reluc- 
tance to consider capital punishment. 

—a 31 year old black woman from New 
Haven who is am engineering assistant at 
the telephone company and teaches 
Sunday school. She said of the Black 
Panther Party, “I don't believe anything 
is all good or all bad." She also 
mentioned the breakfast program. 

та white woman in her forties who is 
an office worker at B.F. Goodrich. She 


said that she felt that the Black Panther 
Party was both good and bad and stated 
repeatedly that they were trying to help 
their people, although “they might not 
always go about it in the right ways.” 

—an elderly white woman bookkeep- 
per, who called the events of last May 
"disturbing." She made frequent re- 
ferences to the Party's involvement in the 
case, When asked whether she would feel 
satisfied if she were on trial with a jury of 
12 people like herself that she would get 
a fair trial, she replied, “This is a court of 
law.in the United States of America. I 
think I would.”

Because the defense had spent the last 
of its sixty peremptory challenges on 
February 24, when there were eleven 
jurors chosen, and because all of the 
motions for additional challenges had 
been denied, the defense was forced to 
participate in the selection of the last 
three jurors without the option of 
challenging. Consequently two of the last 
three jurors were seated under protest by 
the defense.

After such elaborate preparations the 
trial itself began on March 18th. Erickr 
Huggins and Bobby Seale have both been 
charged with aiding and abetting murder 
and kidnapping resulting in death 
(charges punishable by death), as well as 
conspiracy to kidnap and conspiracy to 
murder, all stemming from the death of 
Alex Rackley in May, 1969. In addition, 
Ericka faces a charge of binding with 
intent to commit a crime. 

The prosecution opened the trial by 
serving Panther Party member Peggy 
Hudgins a subpoena as she entered the 
courtroom, Peggy had originally been 
indicted on the same charges and was 
sentenced to time already served. She also 
had testified for the defen: the trial of 
Lonnie McLucas last summer (he was 
convicted for conspiracy to murder in 
charges stemming from the same case). 

It was a dirty trick and her lawyer, 
Katie Poraback, vehemently objected to 
the subpoena. She said that Peggy might 
withdraw her guilty plea because she had

3) that it raises questions of equal 
protection under the law since it gives the 
state an option it doesn’t give the 
defense, Because these objections were to 
no avail, Peggy was forced to testify 
without the benefit of the Fifth Amend- 
ment. 

Her testimony centered around activi- 
ties at the Panther Headquarters on 
Orchard Street last May. Since she was 
not protected from testifying against her 
comrades, one can imagine how carefully 
she chose her words in the 21 days of 
involuntary questioning which Markle 
subjected her to. 

Under questioning by the prosecution, 
she testified that there was no "discus- 
Sion" at all among the five Black Panthers 
who watched Rackley being taken from 
Panther headquarters the night of hi 
murder. She said that on May 20, 1969, 
she saw first one Panther leave the 
apartment, then watched two other party 


the аа 
said anything about а murder. 

She said that her only conversation 
occurred later with Ericka, and that they 
talked about the "occupations" listed on 
Panther membership cards. 

On Tuesday morning Bobby's lawyer, 
Charles Garry, asked in cross-examination 
whether she had seen Bobby at the New 
Haven Panther Headquarters — something 
the D.A. had neglected to ask. This is 
particularly important, since the prosecu- 
tion's case against Bobby rests in part on 
the police contention that he stopped 
there and ordered Rackley killed. 

"No," she answered, “I never saw 
Bobby Seale on those premises." 

The defense then asked whether she 
had heard any “conspiring” to hurt 
Rackley, to which she answered, “No.” 

The remainder of the witnesses who 
have testified as of this writing are of less 
interest. They include the fisherman who 
found Rackley’s body and the cop who 
answered the fisherman’s call,

The truth about the Laos invasion became clear to everyone this week. The pigs 
tried desparately to obscure it—with massive “protective reaction” bombings, false 
statistics, and some outrageous lies (even by Saigon-Pentagon-White House standards). 

But it was too glaring for another blackout. There was no place to hide it. 

ARVN troops were clinging to every a' ble inch оп the outsides of armored 
personnel carriers, strapping themselves to helicopter skids, running....getting out of 
Laos anyway they could. They had been thoroughly beaten and were, literally, 
running for their lives. They had just suffered the most stunning defeat since Dien Bien 


Phu. 
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Juries are becoming an important tool of 
the vast intelligence networks that serve 
pig Amerika. Increasingly, they function 
to harass, intimidate, and jail radical 
groups and individuals. 

In the past year, grand jury probings 
of revolutionary activities have extended 
to movement centers all around the coun- 
try ~ to New York, Madison, Tuscon, Los 
Angeles, and, most recently, Berkeley. 
Before they confront us directly, it’s im- 
portant to understand how they function, 
what their powers аге, and how they'll 
try to fuck us over. 

The function of grand juries is ѕир-, 
posed to be to keep prosecutors from 
bringing people to trial on insufficient 
evidence - to act as panels to judge 
whether the State really has a case against 
a group or person. But at present, a grand 
jury is purely and simply a political arm 
of the State. No matter what the investi- 
gation is, it is not à friendly grouping of 
people whose interest is to find the truth 
and determine whether any laws have 
been broken. District Attorneys often use 
grand juries to rubber- stamp indictments 
that a judge might throw out at a prelimi- 
nary hearing, or to avoid revealing prose- 
cution evidence that would come out in a 
preliminary hearing, They have subpoena 
powers to forcepeople to testify before 
them. This provides a sneaky way of 
giving the police and F.B.I. information 
they’d have no other way of getting. The 
same subpoena power gives a grand jury a 
way to throw people in jail for contempt 
who refuse to sing for them. First, they 
grant someone immunity from prosecu- 
tion, which nullifies her legal right to 
invoke the fifth Ammendment against 
self-incrimination. Then, they ask ques- 
tions that would incriminate other people 
or groups in thé movement. When the 
person refuses to testify against sisters 
and brothers, they jail her for contempt. 
All this takes up endless movement time,

energy, money for legal defense, as 
well as landing good people in the slam 
for months or years. 
WHO SERVES ON GRAND JURIES 
Grand jurors are generally friends of 
judges, or people reccomended by sher- 
iffs, D.A.’s, large corporations, etc.: all 
class brothers of the pigs. Their interests 
lie with the interests of the State. Law- 
suits that have challenged the the selec- 
tion system for grand juries have shown 
that they systematically exclude the 
young, the poor, women, and the Third 
World from serving. 
HOW GRAND JURIES TRY TO 
WASTE THE MOVEMENT: 
SOME EXAMPLES 
In 1964,2 New York State grand jury 
investigation of the Harlem riots began 
subpoenaing Progressive Labor Party 
members to testify. PL’s connection with 
the riots was virtually non-existent, but 
they were the only visible white group 
organizing in Harlem, and the grand jury 
decided to get them. Secondary level 
cadre members were, called to testify, 
given immunity from prosecution (which 
means you can’t plead the Sth ammend- 
ment any more), and ordered to give 
information about leaders. Many refused 
to testify and were jailed. The grand jury 
achieved it’s purpose: PL had to spend 
the entire winter on legal defense, and its 
organizing projects crumbled. 

Recently, state grand juries have been 
used to exonerate Mississippi State storm- 
troopers for the Jackson State murders, 
to whitewash the National Guard murders 
at Kent State, and to attack liberal and 
radical elements at Kent. 

Last year, the Madison, Wisconson 
Kaleidoscope received a communique 
when the Army Math building was 
bombed on the Madison campus. Kaleido- 
scope's editor, a long- time movement 
activist, was called before a Wisconson 
grand jury to testify about the bombings.

In this climactic last week the power of 
People’s War kicked 22,000 puppet 
troops out of Laos. As the Saigon forces 
were routed, they suffered losses that 
paralleled those of the brilliant Tet 
Offensive of 1968. In one week the 
ARVN lost 773 dead and 1,981 wound- 
ed, according to their own figures. (So it 
might have been even more). 

Outpost after outpost was overrun or 
abandoned under heavy pressure. Lolo, 
Brown, A Luoi, Delta, Hotel. New 
images of defeat for the U.S. and its 
Saigon puppets. New victories for the 
expanding liberation front in Southeast 
Asia. 

The ARVN wanted OUT. “Half of 


23 them throw away their packs and 


weapons as soon as they see the choppers. 
“They just let the North Vietnamese rip 
2 the hell out of us," complained one pilot. 
{ Another pilot said he had to hover about 
four feet off the ground to keep “20, 30, 
or 40 guys" from getting on a ship built 
to handle 16 people. Some didn't even 
get out of the way of helicopters that had 
been shot down—they were so anxious to, 
board one, An American crewman reports 
seven ARVN troops were killed when a 
copter crashed on them after being hit. 
Their hasty, if undisciplined, retreat 
$ was understandable. Their units were 
being badly chewed up by the liberation 
forces. Out of one batallion of 500 men, 
390 were killed in five days of fighting. 


6 The survivors were anxious to leave. 


The  much-sought-after helicopters 
weren't totally safe either. On Saturday, 
alone, 34 were shot down and 10 
rendered "non-flyable" after limping 
back to base.

state lines. At present, their investigation 
is expanding into a harassment of the Los 
Angeles movement (the dynamite was 
supposed to have been transported from 
Tuscon to L.S., which gives them jurisdic- 
tion in L.A. too), and is probing north 
into Berkeley. 


The Tuscon Grand Jury began sub- 
poenaing 5 L.A. movement people, who 
had been doing effective organizing work 
with freaks in Venice. The questions they 
asked them showed that they weren’t 
particularly interested іп the specific 
crime they were supposed to be investiga- 
tion; rather, they wanted the low-down 
on the entire scope of radical activities in 
the United States. They asked questions 
like: “Tell us everything that happened 
during your trip to Cuba”, and “Recount 
to us every conversation related to ex- 
plosives that occurred in your house 
¿during 1970." The Venice organizers

Once again the Federal Grand Jury has 
uncovered a case of corruption by a 
“public official”.. They had the nerve to 
indict the beloved mayor of San- 
Francisco, Joseph L. Alioto (friends 
know him as “Mafioso Joe”) on charges 
of interstate racketeering! They say he 
paid a bribe to three Washington officals. 
But Joe thinks that there is an unjust 
conspiracy to get him.

34+10=not 44, but SIX since 38 were 
recovered for repairs or scrap. 

Overall, 89 helicopters were downed, 
Pentagon style. The actual number was 
over 200. 

Still, it was U.S. airpower that saved 
the troops from total annihilation, 600 
helicopters and up to 300 fighter 
bombers flew in support of the 22,000 
man invasion. Even giant B-52 bombers 
were called in for heavy air strikes. 

But even all of that airpower couldn't 
stop the rout of ARVN's ground troops. 
In the last week bombers were flying 
strikes at the rate of one every five 
minutes and the choppers flew up to 
2,000 missions a day. Even then, some of 
Saigon's beleaguered commanders com- 
plained they weren't getting enough air 
support. So much for Vietnamization. 

"Those who managed to get airlifted out. 
were the lucky ones, When Firebase Lolo 
was being overrun, 60 Saigon troops 
escaped, made radio contact, and were 
lifted out. But they left several hundred 
fellow soldiers behind at the base. Even 
before they were contacted, B-52’s 
heavily bombed Lolo, hoping to destroy 
any weapons and ammo left behind, or 
any Communists in the area. “IT WAS 
ASSUMED (our emphasis) that by this 
time any hope for friendly survivors was 
gone,” said the L.A, Times. 

Battered lines of armor, chased out of 
their tank base on Route 9, struggled to 
reach the Vietnam border. When they got 
there they still found themselves under 
attack for the next 6 miles of “Ambush 
Alley.” Only about half the column made 
it through the retreat. 

At the support bases, manned by 
Americans ss the border in South

ganizing in Los Angeles has been ham- 
pered, both by the absence of the 5 (who 
are still in jail) and by the need to 
concentrate on legal defense. Three other 
groups in L.A. are now known to be on 
the grand jury’s list, and will probably be 
called when the jury reconvenes March 
29th. People in Berkeley are being sub- 
poenaed right now. As long as the grand 
jury keeps meeting, it has almost-unlimit- 
ed powers to jail movement people who 
rightly refuse to testify, knowing that 
they might unwittingly implicate others, 
or provide general information that the 
State could use against the Movement. 

If you are subpoenaed: to testify be- 
fore a grand jury none of the possible 
courses of action open to you-talking, 
lying, keeping quiet, splitting-are very 
pleasant. The decisions you will have to 
make are hard and complicated. Most 
important is that you contact a move- 
ment lawyer immediately (such as the 
San’ Francisco National Lawyer’s Guild: 
863-5193), and carefully discuss your al- 
ternatives with her and the sisters and 
brothers closest to you-to evaluate the 
political-legal situation, and come up with 
the best way to handle it.

Bietnam, there was no "privileged sanc- 
tuary." After 9 days of shelling, 40 
commandos made a daring raid on the big 
Khe Sanh base. U.S. armored troops call 
Route 9 in South Vietnam a “death 
trap." Eight other nearby support bases 
were hit by artillery, rockets, mortars, 
and commandos, Two platoons refused to 
advance last weekend. And they got away 
with it. 

Meanwhile, in other parts of Laos, the 
struggle continued almost as if the 
invasion had never happened. The 
Chinese continued building the highway 
through northern Laos. And the Pathet 
Lao attacked the Royal Laotian capital’s 
airport, The attack damaged five aircraft, 
including an Air America (CIA) helicop- 
ter, and inflicted casualties. 

All week the Pentagon had been 
talking about “mobile maneuvering,” 
“proceeding according to plan,” “accom- 
plished almost all their objectives. "But as 
Red tanks chased the last ARVN unit 
across the border, even Pig Nixon and the 
Pentagon had to admit at least part of the 
obvious. 

In a TV interview Nixon admitted 
some units hadn't done well (particularly 
one whose commander got scared and 
split). But, he added, “General Abrams, 
an expert who tells it like it is, told me 18 
of 22 batallions did very well." (Perhaps 
those 18 units didn't make contact with 
the opposition and that's why they did so 
well Because those that did sure got 


whupped). Nixon also felt the “long 
range goals” had been met. Maybe 
Nixon’s optimism comes from the Saigon 
command's glowing statistical reports. 
They claim to have killed 13,368 enemy 
troops, thus preserving the sacred 10-to-1 


Most self-conscious radicals or revolu-» 
tionaries are very suspicious of electoral 
politics. This is certainly the case around 
the Tribe. When trying to figure out 
where to the movement's. time, 
energy, and limited resources, elections 
don’t usually occur to us. But it seems 
like the April 6th municipal elections 
could be something different; that the 
passing of the Community Control of the 
Police Amendment and the voting into 
office of a block of city council 
candidates who pledged to enforce it 
(and other good chan; could force the 
power structure up against the wall in 
alot of interesting ways. 

The right wing that now controls 
Berkeley is totally freaked at the 
possibility that Community Control and 
the April Coalition candidates could be 
voted in. In the past several months, the 
police, the present city government, and 
various fascist groups (like Mayor Wallace 
Johnson's One Berkeley Community) 
have spent huge amounts of money and 
effort flooding Berkeley with propaganda 
directed against the police amendment. 
The pig press, including the establish- 
ment- liberal S.F. Chronicle, runs daily 
articles. trying. frantically to discredit it. 
Pigs attack most viciously where they feel 
most threatened—and it's obvious that 
they're terrified of the possibility that a 
collection of Blacks, freaks, radicals, and 
other angry folks could be moving to take 


put 


some power in this city. 

It is clear that if Community Control 
were actually implemented, it would be 
more than just a good thing. Blacks and 
Third World peoples would no longer be 
subject to a murdering, occupying army. 
Street people, gays, runaways, freaks, and 
other disaffected people would be re- 
lieved from many fears created by 
*normal police harassment. However, the 
real contradictions which oppress 
people— class society, monopoly capital, 
imperialism—would remain untouched. 
This would become apparent when the 
first poor person is arrested for shop- 
lifting, or when a bust is made during a 


vill ration. They say they destroyed or 
captured 176,000 TONS of munitions. 
Then they destroyed 100 tanks and, oh 
yes, 14,000 trucks!) 

Of course, these figures are total 
bullshit. Ask anyone who's been there 
about ARVN kill ratios. Or U.S. kill 
ratios for that matter. But even if we 
accept Saigon’s self-serving figures, it’s 
clear they were badly mauled in Laos. 

Saigon reported:1,146 dead, 4,235 
wounded, and 245 missing. That means 
25% casualties in a six week stretch.

They don’t under- 
stand “power to the people,” though 
they may use the phrase, They most 
emphatically don’t understand people’s 
war.

BE IT KNOWN THAT THE AMERICAN AND VIETNAMESE PEOPLE ARE NOT ENÉMIES... 


In November and December 1970 a delegation of students traveled to Hanoi and met 
with representatives of the North Vietnamese National Student Union, the South 
Vietnamese National Liberation Student Union, representatives of the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government in the South, and government officials in Hanoi. The 
conference produced a joint declaration of peace signed by representatives of these 
Í groups. This document is now being taken to any group and individual wishing to align 
themselves with the peace force in this country. 
| The peace treaty provides a means to bring diverse anti-war groups together; it is an 
umbrella action to provide unity for church, liberal, and all revolutionary groups to 
work together. S.C.L.C. will be carrying the peace treaty with them when they begin 
their Martin Luther King memorial march and demand for welfare rights on April 4th 
and 5th. 
We are serious about implementing the Peace Treaty with the Vietnamese. Already 
73% of the people in the U.S. favor an immediate end to the war. The people have 
been forced to design their own treaty and it is they who will put it into effect. 
On May ist in Dolores Park, a rally is being held demanding the freedom of all 
political prisoners, immediate acceptance of the People's Peace Treaty, and assurance 
of a $6500 minimum annual income for a family of four (the three demands of the 
May offensive). In Washington that day great numbers of people will be massing for 
the same demands. On May 2nd, there will be a festival held here and in Washington to 
celebrate the life-force politics of the Vietnamese. On May 3rd and 4th there will be 
local actions focusing on military and war-related institutions to demand the 
immediate implementation of the peace treaty. May 5th will begin mass Bay Area 
tactical civil disobediance, co-ordinated with work stoppages and campus strikes. 
Our actions will not be symbolic gatherings at locations dictated by march permits 
and police lines, but will be aimed at various parts of communities that are directly 
related to the war machine. The fact that many of us plan to take our grievances to the 
streets does not mean, however, that there won’t be other ways to help implement the 
treaty. Tax resistance, tying up government phone lines, or simply not going to work 
for a few days beginning May 5th are other ways to participate in stopping business as 
usual.

It's no wonder: the 
FBI's record on catching fugitives has been lousy since politics has been introduced 
into the game.

analysts, digging through court papers in New York, have shed interesting light on the 
fugitive game as pla; both the FBI and Davis/Poindexter. We present the 
following information and analysis in the hope that, by learning form it, we can 
increase J. Edgar's shrinkage bills manyfold. 


Angela was captured 67 days after the 
San Rafael shootout. It took the FBI 
more than a month, until mid-September, 
to get their first solid clue, This clue was 
the discovery of a phone call made on 
August 10, (3 days after the shootout) 
from the home of Franklin Alexander in 
L.A. to David Poindexter’s apartment in 
Chicago. (Franklin Alexander is the 
former chairman of the Che-Lumumba 
club, a Third World group within the 
Communist Party, of which Angela was a 
member. Police had discovered Angela’s 


apartment to a pay phone two blocks 
from the Alexander home. 

This information was obtained by 
checking through telephone company 
records of calls made from Alexander’s 
home, and then those made made from 
Poindexter’s. It seems probable that no 
electronic surveillance or taps were 
employed here or anywhere else in the 
ease, although further testimony may 
change this, Clearly, taps on certain 
phones would have speeded up much of 
the investigation and capture, 

In mid-September, then, the FBI 
shifted the focus of its investigation to 
Chicago and Poindexter, In fact, Angela 
had been in Chicago a month previous, 
before moving on to New York and 
Miami. Therefore the FBI was still a 
month and a few thousand miles away. 

Poindexter had a luxury apartment in 
Chicago overlooking Lake Michigan, 
which had been rented trough a friend, 
Robert Loman. Poindexter had been best 
man at Loman’s wedding. Loman had 
rented Poindexter’s apartment in Novem- 
ber '69 in his own name and had bought a 
Cadillac for Pindexter to use; Poindexter 
had reimbursed Loman for all his 
expenses, 

The fact that Poindexter’s apartment 
was in Loman's name may help to explain 
why it took so long for the FBI to 
connect Alexander and Poindexter. Also, 
there were a large number of false leads, 
such as Angela’s supposed appearance at a 
Black Panther Party meeting in Birming- 
ham, Alabama, which probably contribut- 
ed to misleading the pigs in terms of what 
kind of circles Anglea would be moving 
in. 


Apparently, Poindexter had been in 
New York on August 12 and 13, and 
returned to Chicago on the 14th. He 
allegedly told Loman at this time that 
Angela would be arriving the next day, 
and that she would be driven to Detroit 
and Canada. 

On the 15th, according to the testi- 
mony of Loman, Poindester dialed him. 
over the phone and told him to come 
upstairs (their apartments were in the 
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same building.) Poindexter introduced 
Loman to Angela, they exchanged greet- 
ings, and Loman went back to his 
apartment. (This was the day that Angela 
was rumored to be in Birmingham.) 

Later that night, Loman returned to 
Poindexter's apartment and refused to 
allow him to use the Cadillac to flee with 
Angela. 

"Then I wanted him out of the 
apartment," Loman said. “I told him that 
my wife also knew that Angela was in the 
apartment and I didn't know who she

might teli." 

Poindexter then supposedly called 
another friend, asked that he rent him a 
car, announced he had his gun, and split, 

The next day Loman met Poindexter 
on a park bench across the street from 
the apartment and told him the car was in 
storage. "We had sort of an argument," 
he related, “but he was in a hurry. He had 
to leave right away." 

In the process of their Chicago 
investigation the FBI questioned "friends 
and associates" of Poindexter's They 
received much information from Loman 
and a female friend of Poindexter's, Ruby 
Jones. Mrs. Jones had serviced 
Poindexter's Cadillac, She told the FBI 
that Poindexter had returned to the 
apartment over Labor Day weekend 
without telling Loman. She told of 
driving Poindexter to the Chicago airport 
on September 7, “where he left for New 
York in Possession of over $10,000 in 
cash.” 


The Capture 
Of Angela 


FBI agents received Loman's and Mrs. 
Jones consent to search Poindexter's 
apartment. The agents took fingerprints 
— which were later identified as Miss 
Davis’ — telephone receipts, and nota- 
tions of names and numbers. The search 
also turned up receipts for two classy 
Manhattan hotels, the Essex House and 
the Plaza. They also showed a credit card 
voucher showing a flight from Chicago to 
New York on August 12. 

The FBI then checked records of the 
hotel and discovered that a man named 
Poindexter had checked into the Essex 
House on August 20, and left August 22. 
a Mr. and Mrs. David Poindexter resided 
at the hotel August 12-14. 

At this point (early October) the FBI 
began to expand their investigation. In 
the process of interviewing friends and 
associates of Poindexter, they were told 
he liked to travel to Florida, and that 
while in New York he once had stayed at 
the Holiday Inn. This was relayed to the 
NY field office, where frantic FBI agents 
hurried to the Holiday Inn of West 57th 
and determined that on Sept. 30 in the 
early morning hours a “David Poindexter 
party of two” had checked in, had 
occupied room 326 and had checked out 
on Oct. 1. 


Thus by the first week in October, the 
FBI had closed to within one week and a 
few miles of Angela. 

On October 7, Poindexter’s mother 
was interviewed by the FBI in Chicago. 
She told of last seeing her son during the 
week of September 21-24 in Miami. She 
said Poindexter was accompanied by a 
tall black woman nmed Ann Moore. Her 
description matched Angela’s, She also 
told the FBI she had bought a Toyota for 
her son and rented an apartment for him 
in a suburb of Miami. 

Agents from the Miami field office 
visited the Toyota dealer and learned 
Poindexter’s address at the. time of the 
purchase, (He had used his real address.) 
Then checking with the records of the 
aparment complex the FBI learned that 
Poindexter and a woman identified as his 
wife “Lorean” had rented rooms there on 
Sept. 9. Three tenants identified Angela 
from pictures, On October 9, two days 
after Miami had become central to the 
investigation, the Poindexter apartment 
in Miami was searched. Among the items 
found was a roll of film which when 
developed showed photographs of Angela 
Davis in a "shorter, pixieish, hairdo.” 
These prints were immediately distribut- 
ed to agents working on the case in New 
York.

Thus, by October 9 the FBI had linked 
he flight of Angela to Poindexter and 
ad placed Angela and Poindexter in New 
'ork at varying times up until Labor 
Jay. From September 9 until the 28 (the 
ay Angela was identified as having been 
t the Toyota dealer to have the car's air 
onditioner repaired) the pair was placed 
п Miami...

The FBI had placed them in New York 
n Sept.30, probably after driving 
traight through from Miami. The FBI 
sure they were still in NY and

On Oct. 10 and 11 the FBI staked out 
he Holiday Inn on West 57th. This was 
ased on а call from the motel manager 
hat an advance reservation had been 
nade Oct. 10 for a David Day. (David 
Jay was an assumed name used by 
'oindexter to receive mail at his Chicago 
ipartment.) No one showed up, however. 

We can assume that by now Poindexter 
ind Angela were probably aware that the 
"BI was not very far away. They 
'robably knew about the investigations in 
Жісаро and Miami, and were able to 
lace the focus of the FBI search in NY. 
fhis probably accounts for the по show 
of David Day. Nonetheless, the pair 
tayed in NY with their Toyota. This 
yroved fatal. 

On Oct 12,the FBI search intensified, 
ut still to no avail. The next morning 
gents started to visit every parking lot 
ind garage adjoining a motel or motor inn 
n NYC (no small task!). After checking 3 
ots, the Toyota was discovered about 2 
„m. on the third floor of a Kinney 
Parking System garage at the Howard 
Johnson Motor Lodge on 52nd and 8th in 
Manhattan. 

The Toyota’s ticket showed it was 
egistered to Room 702 in the name of 
Mr. an Mrs, George Gilbert. The Motor 
Lodge was placed under surveillance. 
Four hours after discovering the car, 
Poindexter and Angela were arrested 
without resistance in the hotel. 
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These questions come to mind im- 
mediately: 

1) Why were there links (phone calls) 
from the home of a known CP person, 
probably subject to some sort of scrutiny, 
especially when Angela’s car was parked 
at his home? 

2) What about Poindexter? (His father 
was a CP candidate for ward alderman in 
Chicago) Why was Angela force to rely so 
much on him, especially when it became 
clear the two had been linked together? 
Why wasn’t there a network which 
offered more flexibility and support? 

3) Why did Poindexter follow old 
patterns of behavior — staying at the 
same hotels, going to the same cities? 

4) Why did Poindexter trust people 
who not only supplied info to the FBI 
but allowed them to search his apart- 
ment? 

5) Why were there so many traces left 
behind? — using real names, using real 
addresses, leaving photos of Angela, 
telephone receipts, names addresses, using 
atraceable car, etc? 

The point is not to put the blame on 
‘Angela Poindexter or the CP, but rather 
to understand and leam from the 
mistakes that were made. 


The fugitive game is serious. Too many 
mistakes and you're out. 'Mistakes can be 
neutralized by being mobile, by changing 
patterns, by laying low when the heat is 
on. The FBI has time on its side in the 
long run. Sometimes they get impatient, 
too. It's clear they wanted to get Angela 
really badly and quickly. They expended 
a tremendous amount of resources (at 
least 500 agents were involved in the 
chase.) 

This concentrated effort accentuated 
Angela and Poindexter's mistakes. The 
FBI is conventional, methodical, and 
thorough (when it wants to be.) 

Mobility and irregularity (the lack of 
discernible patterns, can counteract that 
consistancy. Evasion doesn’t necessarily 
mean moving. Staying put in a safe place 
doesn’t creat any new clues. The best way 
to avoid a dragnet may be to stay under it 
(laying low in a cool place) or go around 
it (mobility and irregularity.) 

A lot depends on who you must rely 
on, which friends and contacts you have, 
how much the pigs are looking for you, 
and what you want to do while you are 
hot. 
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Poindexter's wealth implied a certain 
social mobility, but the pair failed to take 
advantage of it. Having the money to stay 
anywhere is an advantage as long as you 
don’t leave behind a record of where 
you've stayed and what you've bought. 
That social mobility is only an asset if its 
done anonymously. Otherwise if breeds a 
false sense of security, an overconfidence 
which can prove disastrous „ 

It’s important to see cases like 
Angela’s, and also those of White Panther 
Pun Plamundon and Father Daniel 
Berrigan in perspective. The pigs always 

ublicize their best plays. That's part of 
п and paranoia creating 

tegy. It’s important to de-mystify the 
igs. Even in their glories they eat shit. 
Their successes aren’t magic. In fact the 
fugitive game is a rout for the good guys.

MEDICINE IN CHINA 


The following is an excerpt from a 
book, AWAY WITH ALL PESTS, written 
by a British surgeon, Dr. Joshua Horn, 
who spent from 1954 to 1969 in the 
People's Republic of China. The book 
details his medical experiences in China 
and relates them to the Cultural Revolu- 
tion, 

Dr. Horn will be coming to the Bay 
Area April 5-8 10 speak about the 
Си tural Revolution and Medicine in 
China, His book has been largely 
suppressed in Western countries due to 
the revolutionary nature of its content. 
He tells how Chinese doctors combined 
theory with practice; how acupuncture, 
herbalism, and traditional medicine play 
their role along with modern medicine; 
how a mass of ‘peasant doctors’ under the 
direction of mobile medical teams are 
trained to diagnose common diseases and 
on occasion perform emergency opera- 
tions in areus inaccessible to hospitals or 
clinics; how doctors benefit from manual 
labor; and how the system profits from 
consultation, research, and experience, in 
a changing land where highly trained 


doctors are in short supply. Most 
important the book details how the 
application of Mao Tse-Tung thought 


encourages and inspires the people to 
work together to combat and defeat 
illnesses. that have plagued them for 
centureis such as syphillis, leprosy, and 
schistosomiasis (snail fever). Through the

other country in the world can boast. 


The medical section of the People’s 
Liberation Army has provided many 
examples of the impetus given to health 
work by the Cultural Revolution. Perhaps 
the most inspiring is the successful 
removal of an enormous abdominal 
tumour from peasant woman Chang 
Chiu-Chu. Her husband, railway worker 
Tsui Ping-wu, brought her to the little 
People’s Liberation Army Clinic in a 
horse-drawn cart, his wife kneeling in the 
cart, propping her body on her two 
hands, for she had been unable to lie 
down for many months, She was pale and 
haggard and had the apathy of 
hopelessness. 

Her husband gently carried her into 
the clinic and spoke to the People’s 
Liberation Army Comrades. He told how 
four years before she had been admitted 
to a well-known Peking hospital where a 
piece of the tumour had been removed 
for microscopic section and a diagnosis of 
inoperable terto-peritoneal sarcoma of 
low malignancy had been made. She was 
told that since radiotherapy was 
ineffective, nothing could be done, and 
was sent home to die. The tumour grew 
until her hands couldn’t meet round her 
belly, and, filling half her chest, made 
breathing very difficult. She returned to 
the hospital in Peking, but the surgeon 
used words that neither she nor her 
husband understood. He showed little 
interest or humanity and sent her home 
again, 

The People’s Liberation Army saw this 
as a political rather than а medic: 
challenge; a challenge which they were 
bound to accept. At a meeting of the 


octors, China has been able io effect. party Committee, the head of the clinic;*. 
беу eralteaie ete iie PA Mo Coe ро said, "When I joined the 


People's Liberation Army at the age of 


thirteen, it was just such a poor peasant 
woman who led my donkey over the hills 
to where I could find the armymen. 
During the bitter years of war, it was just 
such a poor peasant woman who made 
shoes for us, carried stretchers, hid and 
nursed our wounded, shared our every 
weal and woe. Chairman Mao led us in 
fighting for decades precisely in order to 
liberate such people. Even if there is only 
one chance in a hundred that we can save 
her life, we must strain every nerve to 
seize that chance. And if we fail, at least 
we must ensure that our class sister is 
comforted by our love for her. This is not 
just a question of surgical technique, It is 
a question of which side we are on.” 

The struggle began. The difficult task 
of healing Comrade Chang’s mental 
wound, dispelling her apathy, restoring 
her confidence and winning her active 
co-operation , was given to a young male 
nurse for no women were attached to this 
unit. Chang was shy and resented having a 
young man attend to her intimate toilet, 
He talked to her so naturally and showed 
such warm sympathy, that gradually her 
shyness vanished. Then he spoke to her of 
politics, of his life in the army, of his 
family, of the contrast between the old 
and new, of the Cultural Revolution, He 
explained that the callous treatment of 
which she had been a victim was 
incompatible with socialism and 
represented something which the Chinese 
people had been called upon to smash, 
Her confidence grew and she began to 
believe in the possibility of cure. She told 


her husband, “If I die during the opera- 
tion, please ask the People's Liberation 
Army men to carry on and remove the 
tumour from my body sóthat they will 
learn how to cure others after me. But I

Meanwhile the doctors investigated her 
condition with the greatest possible 
thoroughness. They reexamined the 
microscopic section which had been made 
four years before. With the help of other 
hospitals they made thirty scientific tests 
including а complex angiographic 
examination to reveal the blood supply to 
the tumour. 

Their investigation of the case, 
together with the fact that in four years 
she had not become seriously emaciated, 
led them to believe that the tumour was 
probably benign and that a cure was 
possible. 

They prepared for the operation as for 
a battle. Everybody, including cooks, 
cleaners, patients and gardeners went into 
action. Everybody had something to 
contribute, They considered every 
possibility, every conceivalbe contingency 
before, during or after the operation. 
Their slogan was, “To make a suggestion 
is to catch an enemy!" Out of 
innumerable proposals there emerged 120 
concrete measures which were 
summarized under ten headings. Three 
different types of anaesthetic apparatus 
were assembled but stil the team 
responsible for anaesthesia were not fully 
satisfied. At the last moment they 
improvised a fourth apparatus which in 
the event, proved to be the most 
satisfactory.

At 7:30 am. on 23 March 1968, 
confident and relaxed, Chang Chiu-chu 
lay on the operating table. After nearly 
ien hours of meticulous surgery, during 
which 7,520 ccs of blood were 
transfused, the base of the tumour was 
revealed and two huge blood vessels were 
seen to be closely adherent to it. The 
decisive point had been reached. 
Unhurriedly, Che Li-yi, armyman since 
the age of thirteen, proceeded to separate 
the adhesions and ligate the blood vessels. 

In tense silence the operation was 
completed and at 7:30 p.m. a tumour, 
weighing 45 kilogrammes (99 lbs.) was 
removed, 

Microscopic examination showed that 
it was in fact oenign. 

The stitches from the 95 cm. long 
incision were removed on the sixth day, 
and two days later she got out of bed. 

By September, she was helping to 
gather an abundant wheat harvest, a living 
testimony to the power of the forces 
released by the Cultural Revolution. 

Notwithstanding record-breaking 
industrial and agricultural output and 
such feats as completion of the mighty 
bridge across the Yangtse river at Nanking 
weM ahead of schedule, the gains of the 
Cultural Revolution have been so far 
mostly in the field of politics. These 
provide tue basis and the driving force for 
the material advanoes which surely will 
change the face of China in the coming 
months and years: 
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It is an unprecedented movement to 
disinfect society, to clear away all pests, 
to expose political degenerates, 
backsliders, careerists, no matter how 
high their positions; to prise out the spies, 
renegades, traitors, all those whom the 
Chinese so graphically describe ав 
‘Demons and Monsters.” 

It is a vast demolition operation to 
bring down the age-encrusted edifice of 
institutions, customs, values and morals 
of the man-eating past, to clear away the 
rubble and to drive the foundation piles 
for the society of the future. 

It is an exploration to discover forms 

of organization and of government which 
will be proof against corrosion by 
bureaucracy and nepotism. 
It is the most stringent testing, the 
most rigorous rectification of the Chinese 
Communist Party nearly fifty years 
of existence. 

It is all these and much more. 

History may see it as the harbinger of 
the emergence of Communist Man; as the 
fanfare proclaiming the entry of the 
future on to the stage of the present.

Slowly she looks up with the dull pain of 
a crushed spirit. 

You recognize a brother you used to 
see on the Ave, last summer. He was 
always really spaced and never hassled 
anyone. The pigs used to come down on 
him once in a while. So this is what 
happened to him.

of months ago by the pigs. They put her 
in solitary and she flipped out screaming 
and drawing maps of the world on her 
ісе! floor to travel in. She never had а 
trial cause they put her in Napa. Forgot- 
ten, lawyer lost, she wants to get out. 
Meanwhile she takes candy, walks- а 
standard form of resistance for the pa- 
tients is to eat lots of sweets to combat 
' the drugs which make them drowsy and 
lethargic. Some days the dosage is so 
heavy that she is incoherant and sleep- 
walks around the halls not knowing 
where or why she is, 

Places like Napa serve the system by 
keeping our sisters and brothers so intimi- 
dated, divided, and drugged that they 
cannot recognize or fight against the op- 
pressor. They drift from the hospitals to 
the jails to the street where prostitution 
means survival and heroin or speed help 
kill the pain. It is all so demonically 
simple: first, a system is set up that is 
unbearable, and then those who cannot 
bear it are punished and desensitized. 

We have got to start thinking about 
alternatives to the Pig's Madness. Re- 
sponse from the community is strongly 
invited.

Third World Women from the Bay area 
are sending 90 women to the Indo- 
chinese-North American Women's Confer- 
ence from a 150 mile radius, from 
Sacramento to Watsonville. Many women 
from all levels of revolutionary and 
women's consciousness will be attending. 
There are from 50-60 year old Chicano 
women to 15 year old sisters attending; 
women that have been active in the 
community, like the Red Guard of 
Chinatown, women from the Los Siete 
Clinic, and other women working in 
medical facilities in Chinatown. Also 
going are wives of servicemen in Santa 
Cruz, and both women who have and 
have not been active in the Third World 
women's movement, 

The Indochinese women asked the 
Third World Sisters if they could speak 
with women who were committed to 
armed struggle, who wanted to end the 
war, and also women who were on the 
verge of becoming active or revolution- 
ary. 
The Third World Women are going 
with the emphasis of relating to and 
learning from the Indochinese sisters not 
only as women, but also as revolutionary 
women engaged in armed struggle. Some 
of the things they would like to discuss 
with the sisters the class struggle in 
Vietnam, chauvinism, Vietnamese politi- 
cal prisoners in comparison to our own, 
the war, and the role of women in 
Indochina. 

Third World sisters working on the 
conference have felt that it has been a 
really beautiful experience and that it will 
continue to be. This is the first time so 
many Third World women from such a

It is 
certainly unfortunate that more women 
were not involved in disseminating 
information to a larger percentage of 
women or had anything to do with the 
selection of the delegates. As a result the 
delegates do not represent as many 
political or social levels of the women's

Because of the criticisms of the 
organizing forces for the conference and 
the feeling that there is inadequate 
representation, some women are planning 
to attend the conference independently.

The following is a dissenting opinion 
from the Radicalesbians of San Francisco. 


They feel that gay women should attend 
the conference independently whether or 
{ not they are official delegates. (The 
Radicalesbians are receiving at least three 
and up to ten official delegate cards. This 
is in addition to the other 500 delegates) 


‘Hello Sisters! We~are Radicalesbians 
from the San Francisco Bay Area who are 
coming to the Indochinese Women’s 
Conference in Vancouver to meet and 
talk about our struggles together and 
oppression as women. We believe that due 
to our conditioning and oppression as 
women we can develop close relationships 
with each other toward sustaining an 
autonomous women’s movement and 
bringing about feminist revolutions that 
will free men as well as women. 

We Radicalesbians come to the confer- 
ence to learn about the daily oppression 
and struggles of our Indochinese and 
North American sisters. We want to talk 
about our oppression as lesbians and the 
relationship between lesbianism and an 
autonomous women’s movement. We 
have put together a packet of Literature 
which we urge all women to read, discuss, 
and pass among their sisters at the 
conference and at home. 

We have read the Fourth World 
Manifesto, written by some Detroit 
sisters. We regard the manifesto as an 
extremely accurate and far reaching piece 
of literature which should be read and 
discussed by all women. We agree with 
the analysis presented in the manifesto 
that, “Though it appears that both men 
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and women live together within the 
institutions of a society, men really 
define and control the institutions while 
women live under their rule, The 
government, army, religion, economy, 
and family are institutions of the male 
culture’s colonial rule of the female,” 
(p.20). Further, we agree that, “No 
anti-capitalist, working class, Third 
World, anti-imperialist, ete, movement 
will ever free women...The female culture 
will continue to be destroyed by the 
ruling male culture and by male revolu- 
tionaries whose primary identification is 
with the male culture,” (p.28). 

We incorporate the analysis in the 
manifesto into our lesbian way of living 
and looking at things. We agree that “...all 
women who fight against their own 
oppression (colonized status) as females 
under male domination аге anti- 
imperialist by definition, "(p.1). As Radi- 
calesbians who are rejecting colony-status 
in our lifestyle, we identify with the 
struggle for liberation of all colonized 
peoples. 

Male culture defines the lesbian as a 
woman who sleeps with another woman. 
We Radicalesbians assert that lesbianism 
is not a sexual preference but a lifestyle 
in which women get their love, identity, 
and support from other women. We call 
ourselves women identified women. We 
know that “lesbian” is a label invented by 
the man to throw at any woman who 
dares to be his equal...who dares to assert 
the primacy of her own need." (From 
Woman-Identified Woman, Radicales- 
bians, NYC). 

The lesbian lifestyle implicitly rejects 
much of male culture and its many 
institutions. Because she identifies with 
and relies upon women for emotional, 
physical, and economie support, the 
lesbian is considered immoral and is 
damned by the church. The lesbian 
refuses to be man’s personal property. 
Her lifestyle boycotts the institutions of 
marriage and the nuclear family.

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Charlie Musselwhite did a benefit for 
the free school, Muji Ubu, last week. We 
went to see the show and talk with 
Charlie. 

The back-up band did two songs first. 
They were pretty macho and not good 
music-wise, The piano player was the best 
in that group, you could tell by the way 
the booze and the music changed his 
facial expressions. 

Charlie's performance was inconsistent. 
shining on songs like Cristo Redempto, 
but generally the fast boogie music was 
monotonous and felt uninspired. When 
Charlie got into a slow blues like Early in 
the Morning, you could hear the influ- 
ence of Chicago musicians like Junior 
Wells and it was really fine. 

During the break, he came over to our 
table. He told us about being on the road 
and the endless hamburger and motel 
scene. Then he talked about the honesty 
of the South and his childhood in 
Mississippi. He was back there in August 
and recalled walkin’ through the woods 
and digging the country. He also lived in 
Chicago for a time where there are “а lot 
of cats that are really great musicians that 
nobody knows about." 

We asked him about musicians he 
admired and he said, "Everyone from 
Thelonious Monk to Hank Williams.” 
But, of we wanted to know who he really 
admired, there is a black woman in San 


Francisco who used to be-a dancer in 
Billie Holiaay’s band. She shot a man in 
Alaska and spent twelve years in the pen 
on a murder charge. Her son, Henry 
Stimpson, had played with John Coltrane 
but died of an overdose, She is one 
person who, when he’s feeling down, can 
set his head straight. 

He told of a hassle going on with the 
musicians union, Charlie is being under- 
paid according to their standards, and the 
union demanded that he come for an 
internal court appearance. Charlie showed 
up and asked them what the scale was 
and none of them even knew. At one 
point, he got so fed-up with their bullshit, 
that he threw all his harps on the table 
and said, “Here, you take ’em,” He put 
them up against the wall, challenging 
their role in the music world. 

We dug Charlie for never putting 
himself above or separate from the people 
as many known musicians are prone to 
do. If he didn’t have to keep truckin’ for 
a living, he said he would just as soon get 
down with the sisters and brothers in the 
poor paying but well-loved blues clubs in 
Chicago. With Charlie, the blues is “not 
Just a music but an attitude.”
